Kansas City Star: The Booth fam- 


ily, which has produced several well 
known actors, was originally Eng- 
lish. One of them was for years the 
acknowledged leader of the Ameri- 
can stage; another, the misguided 
slayer of the greatest man of his age. 


Junius Brutus Booth, (179,6-1852) 


made his first appearance on the 
London stage in 1815 at the Covent 
Garden theater. There he won great 
popularity in the role of Richard III 
and later as lago to the Othello of 
William Kean, at the Drury Lane 
tBeater. After 1821 he acted chief- 
ly in the United States, where he 
was enthusiastically received and 
held in high esteem as a tragedian, 
especially in the roles of Richard 
III, Lear, Shylock, Hamlet, and lago. 


Edwin Thomas Booth, who was 


bdrn in 1833 and died in 1893, was 
the son of Junius Brutus and be- 
came one of the most distinguished 
actors on the American stage. He 
was born in Belair. Md.. and his ac,t- 
ing career began in 1849 in Boston. 
Two jears later he played his fath- 
er's role of Richard III. in New York 
city. 
His nunierous to-irs of the 


United States. Australia ind Europe 
were uniformly profitable, and he 
became known as the leading Ameri- 
can tragedian.

State Compensation Commissioner 


Frye held, in 
an opinion handed 


down Friday, that Bernard Krueger 
has no right of action under the 
workmen's compensation law against 
his employer, the American Beet 
Sugar Co. Krueger lost his left eye 
as the result of some horse play with 
a friend and fellow worker named 
Stoell. 


Kmeger's job was to carry sam- 


ples of lime mixtures in buckets 
from where the baking was done, to 
the chemist. After he had filled his 
bucket he handed the small paddle 
to Schoell, who tapped him with it. 
As Krueger reached the top of the 
ladder he scraped some lime off his 
clotsing and threw it at Scholl. The 
latter tossed another piece at Krue- 
ger, which hit him in the eye, result- 
ing1 in It finally being removed.

Just as there are few persons who 


are absolutely perfect in form and 
feature, there are few eyes that are 
perfectly normal. But how are you 
to find out that your eyes 
are 
abnormal?

If you have always had poor sight, 


you just accept your condition as 
being all right. 
You may wonder 


why a friend can read a sign or tell 
time by a distant-clock. But if you 
consider the matter at all it will 
probably not occur to you that your 
eyes are bad. You will conclude that 
your friend is a "freak." 


Periodic physical examinations are 
desirable for old and young. Cer- 
:ainly the school child "should be 
ooked over at intervals to make 
sure, among other things, that the 
sight is good.

The world court is not a 


very grave issue, one wav or the 
other. Entry into the court involves 
the taking of no 
particular risk.

more than an efficient piece of ma- 
chinery for the settlement of juri- 
dical disputes between nations on 
the basis of international law and 
treaty law. It happens in its origin 
to owe something to the league of 
nations.

quence for the merits or defects of 
the court, whose sole difference from 
The Hague tribunal, which no one 
has eier thoueht to h»> in the least 
sinister, is !hat it Is better. But it 
is also absurd to make large claims 
for the couri. It will not do away 
with war and it will not underwrite 
P"aof>.
